The pool 
had notified the United Grain Growers 
of their readiness to purchase their 
elevators in Alberta and had appoint- 
ed a committee to carry on negotia- 
| tions for this purpose, 

Pool grain was handled at a cost 
of 1.28 cents per bushel this year, ac- 
cording to the interim financial 
statement presented by the pool 
shareholders’ auditor, Miller, McDon- 
ald & Co, Office and administration 
expenses amounted to .601 cents per 
bushel, as compared with .618 cents 
last year, Carrying charges paid to 
country elevators showed an increase

Twenty feet away in the same 
shelter belt is a stunted, dwarfed, 
gnarled bitter willow bush, four times 
as old but only one-third the size of 
‘the caragana. This scrub willow 
grows a little each year, but dics 
It bears no seeds, drains 
the soil of its moisture and offers but 
scant shelter to the birds. And 
furthermore, this willow is the home 
and breeding ground of every known 
species of worm, caterpillar, moth and 
pest which infest the hedge. It is 
an utterly useless thing in the shelter

As these factories 
grow, congestion increases until a 
point finally reached when new- 
comers find it impossible to obtain 
satisfactory homes in the city itself 
except at prohibitive prices, and the 
transportation facilities from outlying 
points become intolerably overcrowd- 
ed Wages, therefore begin to increase 
but without benfiting the wage earn- 
ers because their expenses likewise 
increase, 

Under these circumstances 
siderable economies for both industry 
and wage earner can be secured by 
establishing relatively small unit 
plans in the small towns of the rural 
districts, Not only are new sources 
of labor thus opened up, but produc- 
tion costs can be reduced, certain 
managerial difficulties can be minim- 
ized, and the workers can live com- 
fortably and more inexpensively with- 
in easy reach of the plant. 

While labor conditions form the 
most important factor favoring de- |! 
centralization, others are also influ- 
ential, such as the reduction in rent 
and taxes, nearness to sources of raw 
material, and so on, The outstanding |

Electric superpower systems are 
vital to industrial decentralization. 
Without these systems, industries 


will not spread out into the country, 
regardless of advantages to be se- 
cured by doing so, but will remain 
in congested centres. But wherever 
superpower systems are well develop: 
ed, power canj be secured almost 
anywhere, and decentralization is 
then free to take place, Hence, as 
Stiperpdwér systems grow, small fac- 
tories will multiply in the rural dis- 


tricts, 
Now, the chief obstacle to the 
electrification of our farms is the 


high cost of bringing electric service 
to them, It usually does not pay to 
tap a high tension line to take care 
of the relatively small demand of a 
few scattered farms, but it frequently 
does pay to do these things to serve 
an industry; and, when once a ser 
connection is made and 


vice a line is 


| 


(and therefore, built, neighboring farms can then be 


supplied with electric power at a reas- 

onable cost. Hence, as small factor- 

ies multiply in the rural districts, more 

and more farms will be electrified. 
A Boon To Farmers 

No one questions the great vaiue 
of electric power to the farmer, Give 
the farmer electri¢ power at a reason. 
able cost, and he can immediately re- 
lieve himself and his family of a large 
portion of their burden of labor, re- 
duce his cost, make his profits more 
certain, and, what is of equal import- 
ance raise his standard of living to 
a level corresponding to that of the 
city dweller, which will improve the 
morale of his family, help to keep 
his children at home and make it 
more easy for him to secure efficient 
labor when he Meeds it. 

To sum up, the decentralization 
of industry will enable the farmer to 
broaden the earning capacity of his 
family, increase the business value of 
his farm, and make his home more at- 
tractive, It appears, indeed to be the 
most promising, if not the only prac- 
tical influence, that will bring agri- 
culture back into step with other in- 
dustries and restore regular prosperity 
to it, If this can be done, it will mean 
the elimination of discontent and rad- 
icalism from a large and influential 
portion of our population, thereby 
greatly strengthening the political and 
economic structure of the country,
